Training Programs is to assist colleges and universities in meeting 
critical shortages of highly qualified personnel who are serving or 
are preparing to serve as teachers, administrators, or educational 
specialists in institutions of higher education. The training 
programs listed in this booklet are institutes and short-term 
training programs that will take place during the spring and summer 
of 1972 and academic year 1972-73. The 96 programs cost a total of 
$4,725,000 and will provide training for approximately 7,000 higher 
education personnel in a variety of professional and academic fields.

Introduction 

The Higher Education Personnel Training Programs described in this booklet 
have been authorized under Part E of the Education Professions Development 
Act of 1967 which amends Title V of the Higher Education Act of 1965. The 
programs are supported by grants awarded in fiscal year 1972 to institutions 
of higher education by the U.S. Office of Education 

The objective of these training programs is to assist colleges and universities 
in meeting critical shortages of highly qualified personnel who are serving 
or are preparing to serve as teachers, administrators, or educational 
specialists in institutions of higher education. 

The training programs listed in fhis booklet are institutes and short-term 
training programs which will take place during the spring and summer of 
1972 and academic year 1972-73. The 96 programs cost a total of $4,725,000 
and will provide training for approximately 7,000 higher education personnel 
in a variety of academic and professional fields. 

Types of Training Programs : 

Institutes may vary in length from 4 weeks to a year of either full- or 
part-time study. Short-term training programs are generally intensive 
full-time programs of less than 4 weeks 1 duration. Many of these programs 
are held during the summer. For further information on any of the programs, 
the director of the program at the sponsoring institution should be consulted. 

Par tic ipant Suppor t : 

Persons accepted for admission on a full-time basis to an institute or short- 
term training program are eligible to receive a stipend of $75 per week. 
Participants in full-time training programs of 4 weeks' duration or longer 
may receive an allowance of $15 per week for each dependent. Normally, no 
stipend shall be paid for part-time training programs. Stipends ai.e paid 
by the training institution. All participants must pay for their own travel 
and textbooks. 

Eligibility ; 

The only general requirement for admission to an institute or short-term training 
program is the applicant's capability for undertaking graduate-level training. 

The director of each program will establish additional admission requirements. 



Application Procedure : 



Application forms should be obtained from the program director at the 
sponsoring institution, not from the U.S. Office of Education. Participants 
in EPDA Part E programs are selected by the program director. The directors 
also set the closing dates for applying which may vary from one program to 
another.
